The legal voters of the Town of West Rutland, in the County of Rutland and 
the State of Vermont are hereby warned to meet at the Town Hall in said Town 
on the fust Tuesday of March being the 2nd day of March, A.D. 1971 at 10 
o’clock A.M. to act on the following business: 

Art* (1) To elect all necessary Town Officers as required by law. 

Art, (2) To act upon the annual Reports of the Town Officers. 

Art. (3) Shall the Town vote a tax on the Grand List for expense on 
selected roads and cost of maintaining and repairing Town Highways, and if so, 
how much? 

Art. (4) Shall the Town vote a tax on the Grand List to pay debts and 
defray expenses of the Town, and if so, how much? 

Art. (5) Shall the Town vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money 
to meet demands of current expenses of the Town until funds can be realized 
from taxes? 

Art, (6) Shall the Town vote to pay current poll and water taxes direct to 
the Town Treasurer, and if so, on w r hat dates? 

Art, (7) Shall the Town vote a tax on the Grand List for Library expenses, 
and if so, how much? 

Art. (8) Shall the Town vote a tax on the Grand List for Recreation of the 
Town children, and if so, how much? 

Art. (9) Shall the Town vote to direct the Listers to set the polls of all 
inhabitants in the Grand List at Si. 50? 

Art. (10) Shall the Town vote to exempt from taxes all livestock except 
chickens numbering more than one thousand? 

Art, (11) Shall the Town vote to exempt from taxation for ten years the 
real estate owned by societies or bodies of persons associated for charitable 
purposes, in whole or in part, including fraternal organizations, in accordance 
with Section 3840 of Title 32? 

Art. (12) Shall the Town vote to exempt from taxes up to 25% of the 
Appraisal Value, for a period of 5 years, ALL AND ANY NEW WORKSHOPS, 
FACTORIES AND MILLS in the same, whose construction will begin in A.D. 
1971 and will employ 10 or more persons? (Section 3834, 32 V.S.A.) 

Art, (13) Shall the Town vote to exempt from taxes the first $15,000,00 of 
the Appraised Value, EXCLUSIVE OF LAND, for a period of three years from 
the date of this meeting, ALL BUILDINGS whose construction will begin A.D. 
1971 and USED AND OCCUPIED EXCLUSIVELY AS A HOME BY THE 
ORIGINAL OWNER(S). This exemption will not be granted for any homes with jji 
A ppraised Value of less than $5,000.00. Said EXEMPTION being limited to ONE 
TRANSACTION within any 10 year period? (Sect. 3836, 32 V.S.A.) 

Art. (14) Shall the Town vote for the continued membership in the 
Rutland Regional Planning Commission? 
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Art. (15) Shall the Town vote to pay a sum of money in support of the 
Rutland Mental Health Service, Inc. and if so, how much? 

Art. (16) Shall the Town vote to pay a sum of money in support of the 
Bennington-Rutland Opportunity Council, Inc* and if so, how much? 

Art. (17) To see if the Town will vote to take advantage of the provisions 
of Chapter 37 of Title 24 of the V.S.A. and authorize the selectmen to employ a 
town manager. (This article to be voted on by Australian ballot.) 

Art. (18) To transact any other business deemed proper, not involving the 
expenditure of Town Funds or any business acted upon in the preceeding articles. 

Ballot boxes for the election of Town Officers will be open at 10 o'clock 
A.M, and close at 7 P.M. Taxpayer business meeting for 1§71 w ill be held at 8 
o’clock P.M.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The following is a report of the activities of your Town office. 

The past year, 1970, has been quite a hectic year for all. 
Construction of the Sewer Project has left the Town in somewhat of a 
mess. Some town highways and private property have been temporarily 
repaired. Due to the cold weather, most of this work could not be 
completed properly and will be done when weather conditions permit. 

During the past year of construction, the town financed the project 
by borrowing money on short term notes through the Proctor Trust 
Company and the National Shawmut Bank of Boston, The negotiations 
and legal advice for the bonds were done by Palmer and Dodge of 
Boston and our attorney, Richard F, Sullivan of Rutland. We have been 
very fortunate to have our bonds picked up and sold through the newly 
formed Vermont Bond Bank at a cheaper rate of interest than 
anticipated. 

This past summer, we widened some shoulders in our highway 
system and replaced guard rails where needed to improve the safety of 
the highway. About six-tenths of a mile of gravel road was reconstruc- 
ted and resurfaced with tar. We still have several miles of gravel road 
which need work and will be reconstructed according to schedule. 

Most of the residents of West Rutland are aware that we have 
reduced the hours for the use of the town dump. This measure had to 
be taken in order to properly maintain the dump. We have had some 
difficulty with backfilling during the winter months as suitable material 
is not readily available. In the future, corrective measures will be taken. 
As in the past, we should respect the limited hours at the dump as a 
landfill is expensive. 

The construction of the West Rutland Recreation Project didn't get 
underway last year due in part that no construction plans were 
available. The firm of Dufresne-Henry was hired to survey and design 
work plans for the area. 

The Castleton River Project has gained momentum. Permanent 
survey stakes have been set, final plans are in process and on 
completion will be sent to Washington for approval and funding* This 
project has great prospects of getting started in 1972. 

Regional Planning is a must for every town and we should function 
in its existence. In order to obtain Federal and State Aid funds for any 
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future projects, we must remain a member of this organization. We have 
had several problems in arranging meetings with our local Planning 
Committee. It is the responsibility of the local Planning Committee to 
work with Regional Planning to establish a Master Plan for the future 
control and growth of the Town of West Rutland. This cannot be done 
by the Board of Selectmen* So let’s get some interest behind us and set 
the future for the Town of West Rutland. 

In conclusion, we thank you for your cooperation in the past year.

REPORT ON REGIONAL PLANNING 


The Rutland Regional Planning Commission was created by the 
voters in March of 1967 and is now composed of some 21 communities 
within the County. Among the reasons Rutland Region citizens saw for 
its creation were: to assist members in utilizing the Region's advantages 
and to encourage cooperation among themselves where it can be proven 
beneficial; to formulate a united voice in dealing with State or Federal 
governments; to have available, technical advice on planning related 
matters; to remain eligible for certain grants; and to prepare studies and 
advisory plans for the orderly growth of the Region. 

Voting representation on the RRPC consists of one Regular and 
one Alternate Commissioner from each member community regardless 
of physical size, wealth or population. The Town of West Rutland was 
represented by Geo. Megrath as Regular Commissioner and $,C. Horner 
as Alternate. Meetings are open to the public. 

In July of 1968, the RRPC began a two-year comprehensive 
planning program resulting in maps, surveys, reports, aerial photo- 
graphy, model land use regulations, etc. for its members. As an agency 
composed of many communities, it has sponsored meetings on 
problems common to all such as education, water and sewerage, solid 
waste disposal, taxation, budgeting, etc. Technical assistance has been 
provided in many areas of concern. 
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Since last year’s “Report” a State Environmental Board and 
District Environmental Commission have been appointed to process 
applications for development. Although providing protection and 
assistance, the Environmental Commission’s powers emphasize the 
desirability of locally prepared controls that can be adopted by 
individual communities with the aid of the RRPC. 

The RRPC has been declared as the Clearinghouse for approxi- 
mately 50 Federal grant programs and communities who are members 
receive the necessary review and recommendations from the staff and 
Commission. Twelve have been reviewed. Testimony has also been given 
at District Environmental hearings and law enforcement grants have 
been processed. Responsibilities on behalf of the members are 
increasing significantly as this indicates. 

Town plans and maps have been prepared as has a Regional Plan 
and text. These have been and will continue to be valuable as guides for 
communities wishing to adopt their own plans and land use regulations. 
Information from the 1970 Census indicates significant growth in the 
Region which suggests a need for local action to control change in the 
best interests of residents* 

Assessments for RRPC membership are nominal compared to 
potential benefits (0.4 cents on the equalized grand list). The 
Commission appreciates the active interest and support of its members 
in the past and looks forward to serving them in the future* We invite 
you to visit your office at 12 Wales Street*

This is the third year that this Department, as a courtesy, has 
reported to each town and city the amounts spent and people aided in 
each locality under the various Social Welfare programs. This report 
replaced the previous annual notification to each town of the charges 
that had been assessed against their community for their share of State 
operated welfare programs. The enactment, by the General Assembly, 
of the Social Welfare Act of 1967, eliminated sharing in State welfare 
costs at the local level and, as a result, the requirement for reporting to 
the towns. 

All of the figures reported this year are for calendar year 1970 
except the General Assistance figures which are for fiscal year 1970, 
that is, the twelve month period ending June 30, 1970. General 
Assistance is the program that was formerly operated by your Overseer 
of the Poor. Monthly average number of recipients is a monthly average 
of total people served, except in General Assistance where the count is 
of cases rather than total people within the cases as the latter count is 
not available.

RUTLAND MENTAL HEALTH SERVICE, INC. 

YEAR END SUMMARY 

In the past year 1056 families have availed themselves of the 
services of the Rutland Mental Health Service. This represents an 
increase of 50% over last year. This has been made possible by increased 
staff and a larger operating budget. In July, 1969, a Federal staffing 
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grant from the National institute for Mental Health allowed the 
Rutland Mental Health to greatly expand its services. New services 
include in-patient psychiatric care in the Rutland Hospital for those 
patients who can benefit from short term, specialized care; 24 hour 
emergency answering service to meet crises as they occur; greatly 
expanded after-care programs to facilitate the community adjustment 
of the returning hospital patient. Rutland County has less citizens in 
Vermont State Hospital at the present time, in proportion to the 
population, than any other Vermont county* 

In terms of prevention, the Youth Activities Program is providing a 
healthy, wholesome recreational outlet to over 80 youngsters between 
6 and 12, children who have presented social adjustment programs in 
the schools and can benefit from small groups* A recently initiated 
mental health education plan calls for Mrs. Ellen Knapp visiting every 
town in the County to assess needs and help improve resources. Dr* 
James Todd t Medical Director, has been actively involved in the 
planning for a drug information center in Castleton* Dr. Wilton Covey 
visits the Brandon physicians' offices weekly to provide direct 
psychiatric out-patient services and consultation. Rented camp facilities 
in Wallingford have proved very useful. 

These new services have stimulated and increased referrals to the 
regular out-patient and consultation programs. Families with marital 
conflicts, parent-child adjustment difficulties and personality problems, 
620 all told, were provided out-patient clinic service in the past year. 
Consultation to the school systems has increased but there are still 
children without this service in the county* The mentally retarded 
receive pre-school training and “nursing out reach service” but there is 
room for more diversified coverage. 

Over 20,000 interviews were conducted and approximately 50% of 
the people seen were from Rutland County towns as compared to 
Rutland City* The one bus we employ for transportation of the 
handicapped is sadly overextended* The recent purchase of new 
quarters at 78 South Main Street will increase our ability to offer a 
coordinated service in one location. Renovation is being carried out 
now but we hope to move in on April 1 , 1971.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my annual report as Superintendent of Schools 
to the taxpayers of the Town of West Rutland. 

During the school year 1970-1 971 many new educational projects 
were begun in the West Rutland School system. Unfortunately the 
educational programs offered are definitely limited by the lack of 
availability of physical space within the building. It should be 
mentioned at this time, however, that there is a high level of 
competence which is demonstrated by the teachers and administrators 
of the subject matter. These people are severlv handicapped in meeting 
the educational needs of the West Rutland students and developing new 
curriculum for them using the present facilities. 

Presently, there is no bonafide Industrial Arts program or facility. 
The Fine Arts is available to only grades seven and eight and by state 
standards should be available throughout the high school grades. There 
is no provision made for a place for children to eat a school lunch 
program and at any given time, eight teachers will be “floating 11 with no 
place to work and hold conferences, either for planning purposes or 
helping students. 

West Rutland has one of the lowest high school per pupil cost rate 
in the Rutland area. In grades nine through twelve there are 
approximately 66 courses available and yet, nearby Otter Valley Union 
High School is offering 104 courses with a per pupil cost of $50.00 
lower than that of West Rutland. On the plus side five year averages 
show that West Rutland has had 46% of Its graduating classes 
continuing education beyond high school. Of this percentage you 
should be justly proud. There is, however, room for improvement -the 
curriculum could be broader-not just for college-bound pupils only, 
but for all of the students in the system* Are we really preparing the 
remaining 54% of the young adults for a life’s work? 

On Town Meeting Day, you, the taxpayer* will be asked to vote on 
joining a union school district with the towns of Chittenden, Ira, 
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Middletown Springs, Proctor, Rutland Town, Tinmouth and 
Wallingford. If the union becomes a body politic, the actual opening of 
school doors will not occur until 1975 at least. The present pupils of 
grades four and five will he the first youngsters to have a four year 
cycle in the new structure. 

You parents and grandparents— taxpayers all-in the past five 
decades have given the younger generation a much healthier approach 
to life, so that our children are the tallest, brightest, and probably the 
best looking generation to inhabit the land. And because the great 
depression made us lean toward materialism, the present and future 
generations will work fewer hours, have more leisure time, travel to 
more distant places, learn more and hopefully have a chance to follow 
their lives 1 ambitions. We built better schools and at the same time 
made higher education a very real possibility for our youngsters -where 
once it was only the dream of a wealthy few. We also have the dubious 
honor of paying the highest taxes ever, although the next generation 
will probably exceed our record in this area. 

Because of what we have done and still want to do, a union high 
school is feasible at this time. Not only for the fact that West Rutland 
does not meet state minimum high school standards and is on waivers 
until July 1972 1 but also that there is a definite strength in numbers 
and consolidation of services, that is, the elimination of duplicate 
services in the areas of administration, maintenance, purchasing, 
guidance, athletics, etc. This is obvious in the many mergers in private 
enterprise today, it cannot be said at this time that your tax rate will be 
lowered if a union school is built, but It can be predicted that the 
youngsters will receive at least 20% to 40% more in varied curriculum 
for the tax dollar spent. Needless to say, this is quite an investment. 

At this point in time, the towns of Wallingford and West Rutland 
are considered necessary for a union school for both high schools do 
not meet standards and are on two year waivers. If either town votes 
negatively, there will be no school built in the district. If the vote is 
positive, the vote for a union school district will not be binding for IS 
to 20 months after the organizational meeting. 
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Any time after 12 months and before the time of bonding a school 
plant, the town of West Rutland may withdraw, if the voters so dictate. 

When you go to the polls March 2, 1971 let your conscience and 
your pocketbook be your guide. You may choose to spend more and 
receive less because of the everts piralling per pupil cost in educating our 
youth in a small school system or you may want to hold your tax 
burden within reason and perpetuate a good educational system for all 
children. 

In closing this report, I wish to express my appreciation to the 
West Rutland School Board of Directors, the administration, the 
teachers and custodial staff, the town officials and the citizens for their 
cooperation during the past year.

It was given 
under the Vermont Department of Health by Public Health Nurse Miss 
Marion Segale, and School Nurse, Mrs. Esther Nelson. 

On January 8, 1971 I attended a meeting of School Nurses and 
Public Health Nurses at the Rutland Hospital. A film shown on “A 
Changing View of the Change of Life.*’ 

On January II, 1971 permission slips for the dental program were 
sent home in grades 1 through 8 at the Main Street School. St. 
Stanislous School and Kindergarden. 

School conferences are held under the supervision of the Vermont 
Department of Health. 

Children hurt during the school sessions and require a doctor’s care 
or x-rays, have been taken care of by the school nurse. 

There have been many colds, grippe and sore throats. Fifty calls 
were made and there were numerous phone contacts.

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REPORT TO THE TAXPAYERS 


This has been an extremely difficult year financially for the West 
Rutland School District. The major cause the the budgetary problems 
was the cutback in the State Aid received by the District, We had 
anticipated receiving $75,000.00 in State Aid, but the district received 
only $59,835, which left the district with $15,000.00 less to cover 
expenses than expected. In arriving at the estimated receipts for the 
coming year we have received some indication that we will be receiving 
$66,000, and have used this figure in our budget, which again is 
$9,000.00 less than was budgeted for this current year. 

The budget expenditures for this coming year have been increased 
by approximately $27,000.00 or approximately 7%. The major portion 
of this increase is made up of an increase of $14,500.00 in educational 
salaries paid. This has been necessitated by a new pay schedule 
increasing the minimum pay from $6200.00 to S6350.00. The budget 
contains a $2400.00 increase for text books which are necessary for the 
proper operation of the school this coming year. There is also an 
increase of approximately S3 2 00.00 in instructional supplies, again this 
being necessary for the proper operation of the school. The figures set 
forth above for text books and instructional supplies were the result of 
substantial cuts in the request originally submitted to the School Board. 

The expected disbursements for custodians and helpers have been 
increased by approximately $2,000.00, with the heating fuel being 
raised approximately another $2,000.00, and the figure for light and 
power being increased by $3300.00. The major portion of these 
increases were necessitated by the utilization of four rooms in the 
Town Hall that are presently being used by two elementary grades. The 
budgetary figures for repairs and upkeep and for capital outlay have 
both been reduced somewhat from the previous year, but any further 
reductions are not possible in these areas. 

Although the budgetary figure for anticipated expenditures has 
increased only 527,000.00, the monies to be raised by local taxation 
have increased by $61,500. The major reason for this is that the monies 
received from the state by way of State Aid have decreased by 
SI 5000.00 this year and a minimum of $9000.00 next year, and this 
lost revenue has to be raised by local taxation. 

In order to raise the $305,398.00 by local taxation a tax rate of 
4.52 will be needed. 
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Much time and effort has been spent by the School Board to keep 
the actual dollar cost at a minimum for this year, and it is your School 
Board’s recommendation that the tax rate of 4.52 be approved as this 
will raise the minimum funds necessary to adequately run the school 
system for the 1971-72 school year.

In 1970, as an experiment, we sent informal advance notices of 
changes in appraisal The benefits didn't justify the expense, so we 
shan't do it in 1971. 

Exemptions 

The town has voted exemptions on new residences (for three years) 
and on cattle, fn 1970 these cost every taxpayer about thirteen cents of 
the $5,19 tax rate, each of these classes accounting for about half the 
thirteen cents. 

The listers urge that, if cattle are exempt, other livestock (except 
chickens in excess of a thousand) should also be exempt as the cost to 
each taxpayer is immeasurably small and the total tax involved (about 
nine dollars) isn’t worth the nuisance to us and to you. 

Our poll tax census shows 1469 people over 21 living in West 
Rutland, of whom 376 were exempt: 281 because of age 3 67 as 
veterans, their wives and widows, 28 in three other classes of 
exemption. Let us remind you again that, to allow" exemption to 
veterans, their wives and widows, we must have by May 1, 1971 both 
the claim for exemption and the Veterans Administration certificate; 
otherwise we are required by law to assess you for the full tax.

W T e filed with the State Highway Board a claim (dated November 
17) for taxes lost because of the limited access Route 4. They told us 
January 5 they will reject the claim, and as this is written we and the 
selectmen are studying what to do next.

The Kitchen Quarry of the Vermont Marble Co. is a Shelter area 
for protection from Radiation which could drop on our area following 
an atomic explosion. This quarry is located on the northwest end of 
Marble Street, behind the Vermont Marble Co. mills. The canned bread 
and cookies, which are stored in the quarry have been inspected by an 
army team from Plattsburgh, N.Y. and they assured us everything 
should be in good condition for at least two more years. New medical 
kits have also been added this past year. The foreman of the quarry is 
the Shelter Manager and the warming hut underground will be the 
emergency operating center. We hope to have a 2-way radio antenna 
installed this spring. 

If you hear the Civil Defense whistle sound, here are a few 
suggestions for you to follow: 

L Turn your radio on and listen for an emergency broadcast. All 
other stations should be off the air, 

2. If this is a fallout emergency and you do not have a shelter in 
your home, you may go to the Kitchen Quarry* 

3. Before leaving home, turn off all appliances that could start a 
fire and put your pets in the basement or wherever they would have 
maximum protection. This includes farm animals. 

4. Make sure you bring all medications you are normally required 
to take. 

5* Dress warm and bring ah the blankets and food you can carry, 

6. The police and Shelter personnel will guide you into the 
Shelter* 

7* Anyone confined to their beds should call the Town Manager or 
Firemen immediately.
